There  were  373  live  births  during  the  year,  an  increase  on 
342  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  six  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year.  Three  of  these  were  within  a  few  hours  of 
birth  in  hospital  because  of  difficulty  concerning  the  birth, 
one  was  due  to  a  congenital  abnormality  of  the  heart  and  two 
were  due  to  respiratory  infections  in  late  December. 

The  stillbirth  rate  which  was  unusually  low  last  year  is 
above  average  this  year  but  such  variations  are  to  be 
expected  with  the  relatively  small  numbers  involved. 

All  stillbirths  and  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  are 
studied  carefully  by  the  East  and  West  Cumberland  Maternity 
Liaison  Committees. 
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Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  are  by  far  the  commonest  cause 
of  death. 

Cancer  has  again  claimed  a  large  number  of  victims  (58  persons).  In 
1969  there  were  10  cancers  of  the  lung,  all  male.  The  major  factor 
in  this  form  of  cancer  is  of  course  cigarette  smoking.  Cigarette 
smoking  also  contributes  to  bronchitis. 


There  is  still  a  distressing  loss  of  life  due  to  accidents  and  suicide. 
These  together  accounted  for  11  male  and  3  female  deaths.

(Coronory  heart  disease)  a  diet  over-rich  in  animal  fat  plays  a  part 
in  causation.

Measlee  has  once  again  provided  the  largest  statistic  in  notified  infectious 
disease.  With  an  effective  vaccine  against  measles  now  freely  available  it  is 
hoped  that  eventually  this  may  become  an  uncommon  or  absent  disease  in  the 
community.  It  must  be  remembered  that  notified  infectious  diseases  can  never  give 
a  total  picture  of  the  epidemiology  as  some  illnesses  are  not  reported  to  doctors 
and  sometimes  formal  notification  is  not  made  for  technical  reasons.  This  is 
particularly  the  case  with  intestinal  infections .

The  following  pages  present  in  statistical  form  some  indication  of 
the  work  undertaken  by  the  public  health  inspectors  during  the  course 
of  the  year,  ably  backed  by  the  clerical  staff  in  a  team  effort.  I 
am  indebted  to  my  colleagues  in  the  department  for  their  help  and  loyalty, 
also  to  officials  in  the  other  departments  of  the  Council  for  co-operation 
whenever  needed. 

A  study  of  the  figures  shows  the  year  as  having  been  a  disappointing 
one  from  the  housing  standpoint.  Few  houses  were  built  in  the  public 
sector  and  this  has  an  adverse  effect  in  other  ways.  The  total  number 
of  appli cants  for  Council  houses  was  the  highest  for  a  number  of  years, 
whereas  in  the  previous  year  the  number  was  the  lowest  for  some  time. 

This  is  simply  accounted  for  by  a  good  building  year  as  opposed  to  a 
bad  building  year. 

I  should  like  to  refer  to  the  mass  of  information  contained  in  the 
table  dealing  with  the  Environmental  Health  Survey  to  do  with  housing 
which  was  commenced  in  March  1968  and  finalised  in  December  1969. 

This  survey  was  undertaken  by  means  of  a  questionnaire  sent  out  with  the 
rate  demand  notes,  with  provision  for  pre-paid  replies.  The  response 
on  the  part  of  the  public  was  excellent.  Eighty-eight  per  cent  of  the 
forms  were  returned  leaving  some  600  outstanding,  very  commendable  for 
a  voluntary  effort. 

As  was  to  be  expected  not  all  the  forms  were  correctly  completed  and  in 
all  some  733  houses  received  a  personal  call,  entailing  812  visits  in 
order  to  ascertain  the  information  required. 

As  stated  in  my  interim  report  on  this  survey,  the  figures  collated 
are  interesting  but  sadly  illuminating,  telling  not  only  of  thousands 
of  our  houses  equipped  with  amenities  up  to  improvement  grant  standard 
but  also  showing  up  a  few  which  in  this  day  and  age  still  lack  a  piped 
supply  of  water,  others  without  an  inside  water  tap  and  some  which  share 
a  closet. 
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Most  of  those  so  lacking  are  either  due  for  d  emoti+.-lon  proceedings 
or  are  standing  empty  pending  action  ho  improve,  in  eases  entailing 

the  conversion  of  two  houses  into  one. 

The  remaining  houses  pose  a  problem  for  the  future,  involving  years  of 
endeavour  in  seeking  to  persuade  or  if  necessary  to  compel  owners  to 
improve  their  properties. 

It  is  significant  that  many  owners  on  obtaining  vacant  possession  of 
their  houses  decide  to  sell,  and  the  resulting  purchase  is  usually 
with  a  view  to  owner -occupation.  New  owners  almost  invariably  make 

some  improvements,  occasionally  major  in  character  with  grant  aid, 
and  so  the  overall  standard  slowly  improves.  What  is  really  needed 
is  an  Impetus  in  the  form  of  a  housing  drive  as  envisaged  in  the  Housing 
Act  1969  under  general  improvement  areas,  in  conjunction  with  an 
■acceleration  in  eradication  of  those  houses  which  cannot  reasonably 
be  brought  up  to  an  acceptable  standard,  but  it  must  be  recognised 
that  this  entails  the  continued  building  of  new  houses. 

Even  so  there  are  children  born  into  sub-standard  housing  conditions 
in  this  country  today  who  will  still  be  living  in  adverse  circumstances 
when  they  are  due  to  leave  school,  such  is  the  magnitude  of  the  task.

The  failures  in  the  methylene  blue  testing  of  both  pasteurised  and 
untreated  milks  again  mostly  occurred  during  hot  weather,  indicating 
unsatisfactory  storage  conditions  at  the  shop  or  during  distribution 
from  the  wholesale  or  retail  dairies.  In  scattered  rural  areas  milk 
may  be  exposed  to  heat  in  summer  for  lengthy  periods,  particularly 
during  the  hottest  part  of  the  day.

’flying  herd’,  he  would  find  it  difficult  to  keep  his  herd,  if 
cleared  of  infected  animals,  free  from  contamination.

RODENT  CONTROL 


Under  the  prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949?  the  usual- 
control  and  treatment  of  infestations  of  rats  and  mice  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  one  workman  devoting  approximately  one- third  of  his  time 
to  this  service . 

Refuse  tips  and  sewerage  works  have  been  surveyed  regularly, 
immediate  treatment  being  carried  out  where  necessary. 

The  sewers  in  eight  places  were  test-baited  and  minor  infestations 
were  indicated  at  four.  Immediate  follow-up  treatments  were  carried  out 
with  satisfactory  results. 

Domestic  premises  were  treated  free  on  request.  Four  treatments 
carried  out  at  business  premises  brought  in  an  income  of  £.36. 8s  ,9d.
